M. Gobert—1 used the list which is 
generally kept in business houses. 
The general pointed out that this Ust 
did not give the information claimed 
by M. Gobert. 
But the latter main­ 
tained that he had stated uotliing but 
the pure and simple truth. 
General Gonse having alluded to cer­ 
tain undesirable aoiiuaiutauces formed 
by M. Gobert, the latter replied, amid 
a sensation in court: 
‘‘I emphatically protest agiinst the 
insinuatious of General G.mse. There 
is not a single word of Urutu in what he 
says.” 
There was a further disjmte between 
General Gonse and M. Gobert over cir­ 
cumstances in connection with the lat- 
ter’s examination of the bordereau.

The UnitFMl .^rates departm ent of ag­ 
riculture has received through 
Pro­ 
fessor W alter T. Swingle, one of the 
agricultural ex ijloreis sent abroad to 
look up m atters of interest to that 
branch of the service, a num ber of 
seeds and plants which it is tliought 
will prove of value to the American 
producer 
and 
consumer, 
says 
the 
W ashington Post. All of these will be 
ex perimented with by the division of 
seed and plant introduction within 
a 
short time, and valuable results are 
confidently ex pected. 
Among the things sent over from 
France are some truíHes, an article of 
food that is very little used in the 
L’uited States, but which can, in all 
probability, be produced with profit 
there. 
In France the trufile industry 
is growing rapidly and promises with­ 
in a short time to become one of great 
value to the agricultural class. 
I’ro- 
fessor Swingle believes that we can 
produce in tlie United States all the 
triilHcs we need, w hereas now we im­ 
port every single one that goes on the 
table. 
Although not a common article 
of food in the United States, in France 
they are considered a delicacy and 
are 
cooked 
in 
num erons 
different 
ways. As an accom panim ent of other 
dishes they lend a rare flavor and 
richness. 
Some idea of the growing 
niag*itiide of the trullle industry in 
France can be gathered from the fact 
that within the last few years it has 
increased so rajddly that it am ounts 
to more than .85,(X)P,<MXJ annually, and 
such is the dem and for them that 
from a mere side issue on the part of 
farm ers it has developed into a reg­ 
ular business of great protit. 
Truflle raising is very interesting, 
and to carry it on successfully re­ 
quires considerable skill au<l patience. 
Trurtles, it is well known, are a fun­ 
gous grow th like uiushrooms, but in­ 
stead of growing on the surface they 
are found from 10 to 12 inches below 
the ground eliugiug to roots of trees, 
and it reiiuires the ai<l of trained hogs 
or dogs to discover them. 
The odor is 
very strong and penetrating and Is 
« generally 
esteemed 
powerfully 
fra­ 
grant. 
Like mushrooms, there are various 
species, some of which are worthless 
and dangerous, but these are easily 
distinguished from the edible truflle, 
and 
it is, therefore, more valuable 
than the mushroom. 
Truflles are rais­ 
ed in England, Italy and France, but 
the French trullle is by far the best. 
Frofessor Swingle procured the truflles 
seut the departm ent from the choice 
of the 1‘aris markets, and if we suc­ 
ceed 
iu 
Introducing them 
into the 
United States they will be of the l» est 
ipiulity. Forests th at were long thought 
to be utterly valueless even for the 
timber growing upon them have lately 
been found to possess great value for 
the 
produetiou 
of truffles. 
Indeed 
trulHe forests within the past few 
years have increased so much in value 
that the tax es upon them have been 
quadrupled. 
The truflle grows from July till au­

Among the things sent over from 
France are some truffles, an article of 
food that is very little used in the 
United States, but which eau, in all 
probability, be produced with profit 
there. 
In France the truffle industry 
is growing rapidly arid promises with­ 
in a short time to become one of great 
value to the agricultural class.

fessor Swingle believes that we can 
produce in the United States all the 
truffles we need, whereas uow we im­ 
port every single one that goes on the 
table.

ways. As an accompaniment of other 
dishes they lend a rare flavor aud 
richness. 
Some idea of the growing 
magnitude of the truffle industry in 
France can be gathered from the fact 
that within the last few years it has 
increased so rapidly that it amounts 
to more than $5,000,000 annually, and 
such is the demand for them that 
from a mere side issue on the part of 
farmers it has developed into a reg­ 
ular business of great profit. 
Truffle raising is very interesting, 
and to carry it on successfully re­ 
quires considerable skill aud patience. 
Truffles, it is well known, are a fun­ 
gous growth like mushrooms, but in­ 
stead of growing on the surface they 
are found from IO to 12 inches below 
the ground dinging to roots of trees, 
and it requires the aid of trained hogs 
or dogs to discover them. The odor is 
very strong aud penetrating aud is 
generally esteemed 
powerfully 
fra- 
rant. 
Like mushrooms, there are various 
species, some of which are worthless 
aud dangerous, but these are easily 
distinguished from the edible truffle, 
and it is, therefore, more valuable 
than the mushroom. Truffles are rais­ 
ed in England. Italy aud France, but 
the French truffle is by far the best. 
Professor Swingle procured the truffles 
sent the department from the choice 
of the Paris markets, aud if we suc­ 
ceed in Introducing them into the 
United States they will be of the best 
quality. Forests that were long thought 
to be utterly valueless even for the 
timber growing upon them have lately 
been found to possess great value for 
the production of truffles. 
Indeed 
truffle forests within the past few 
years have iucreased so much in value 
that the taxes upon them have been 
quadrupled. 
The truffle grows from July till au­ 
tumn or winter and is found only on 
oak, beech and birch trees and re­ 
quires a peculiar soil, a rich, clayey 
earth. 
Professor Harkness of the 
Academy of Sciences believes that the 
forests of California and the Caro­ 
linas eau produce the finest quality of 
truffles. 
There are species of truffles 
uow found in California, but they are 
hardly fit for eating, aud in order to 
introduce the Industry into the United 
States it will be necessary to plant the 
imported tubers aud experiment with 
them on different kinds of trees. 
In 
France the best truffles are sold for as 
high as $4 a pound. Inferior ones can 
be bought for a dollar up, and the 
wholesale price varies from OO cents 
to $2 a pound. 
The Freud) truffle is globular in 
shape, and in color a bright brown or 
black, with polygonal warts covering 
it. 
Then mature flesh is blackish 
gray, marbled within with white veins. 
The odor is very pleasant, especially 
when the tubers are young, then some­ 
what resembling a strawberry. 
With 
Age the odor gets very potent, but is 
never offensive. 
These are the best 
truffles grown, and are the ones that 
bring from 83 to 84 a pound. 
It is by the odor of the truffle that its 
presence in the earth is detected, but 
man alone cannot discover it. Squir­ 
rels, hogs, dogs and other animals fre­ 
quently dig up truffles and devour 
them, and it has been necessary to 
train the hogs and dogs to poiut out the 
places where they grow without eating 
them. Pigs will always eat truffles, aud 
dogs will do so occasionally, and it is 
therefore usual to give the trained pig 
or dog a small piece of cheese or some 
Ike reward each time it is successful.

A writer in Nature speaks of the 
cruel m e d i c a l tyranny which banishes 
the strawberry from tin* diet of the 
gouty aud quotes jvliat Linnaeus had 
to say about the curative properties of 
this delightful fruit. 
This great nat­ 
uralist was persuaded to take strawber­ 
ries during a severe attack ot st iatica, 
with the result that a sweet sleep en­ 
sued. and when he awoke the pain had 
sensibly subsided. On the next daj Iii 
ate as many strawberries as possible, 
and on the following morning the pain 
was gone and la* was able to leave his 
bed. Gouty pains returned at the same 
date In the next year, but they were 
dispersed as soon as Linnaeus was able 
to get strawberries. 
Although strawberries are forbidden 
to the gouty by some authorities, by 
others they are permitted, the fruit be­ 
ing regarded as a useful food for 
gouty persons on account of its rich­ 
ness in the salts of potash, soda and 
Ii mi* and its cooling, diuretic and laxa­ 
tive qualities. 
The analysis of the 
strawberry shows it to be particularly 
rich iii soda salts, and in spite of tie* 
high percentage of water this ii nit 
excels all other common fruit in the 
amount of mineral salts. 
rI he chem­ 
istry of tin* strawberry, therefore, 
would teach that tins fruit is likely to 
be beneficial in gouty states.—Lancet.

The United States department of ag­ 
ricultor e has received through 
Pro­ 
fessor W alter T. Swingle, one of the 
agricultural explorers sent abroad to 
look 
up matters of interest to that 
branch of the service, a number of 
seeds and plants which it is thought 
will prove of value to the American 
producer 
and 
consumer, 
says 
the 
Washington Post. All of these will be 
experimented with by the division of 
seed and plant introduction within a 
short time, aud valuable results are 
confidently expected. 
Among the things sent over from 
France are some truffles, an article of 
food that is very little used in the 
United States, but which can, in all 
probability, be produced with profit 
there. 
In France the truffle industry 
is growing rapidly and promises with­ 
in a short time to become one of great 
value to the agricultural class. 
Pro­ 
fessor Swingle believes that we can 
produce in tile United States all the 
truffles we need, whereas now we im­ 
port every single one that goes on tile 
table.

Some idea of the glowing 
magnitude of the truffle industry in 
France can be gathered from the fact 
that within the last few years it lins 
increased so rapidly that it amounts 
to more than $5,000,000 annually, and 
such is the demand 
for them that 
from a mere side issue on Hie part of 
farm ers it lins developed into a reg­ 
ular business of great profit. 
Truffle raising is very interesting, 
and to carry it on successfully re­ 
quires considerable skill aud patience. 
Truffles, it is well known, are a fun­ 
gous growth like mushrooms, but in­ 
stead of growing on the surface they 
are found from IO to 12 inches below 
the ground clinging to roots of trees, 
and it requires the aid of trained hogs 
or dogs to discover them. 
The odor is 
very strong and penetrating aud is 
.generally 
esteemed 
powerfully 
fra­ 
grant. 
Like mushrooms, there are various 
species, some of which are worthless 
and . dangerous, but these are easily 
distinguished from the edible truffle, 
and 
it is, 
therefore, 
more 
valuable 
than the mushroom. 
Truffles are rais­ 
ed in England, Italy aud France, but 
the French truffle is by far the best. 
Professor Swingle procured the truffles 
sent the department from the choice 
of the Paris markets, and if we suc­ 
ceed 
in 
introducing them 
into 
the 
United States they will be of the best 
quality. Forests that were long thought 
to be utterly valueless even for the 
timber growing upon them have lately 
been found to possess great value for 
the 
production 
of 
truffles. 
Indeed 
truffle forests within 
the past 
few 
years have increased so much in value 
that the taxes upon them have been 
quadrupled. 
The truffle grows from July till au­ 
tumn or winter aud is found only on 
oak, 
beech and birch trees and re­ 
quires a peculiar soil, a rich, clayey 
earth. 
Professor 
Harkness 
of 
the 
Academy of Sciences believes that the 
forests of California and the Caro­ 
linas can produce the finest quality of 
truffles. 
There are species of truffles 
now found iu California, but they are 
hardly fit for eating, aud in order to 
introduce the industry into the United 
States it will be necessary to plant the 
imported tubers aud experiment with 
them on different kinds of trees. 
In 
France the best truffles are sold for as 
high as $4 a pound. 
Inferior ones can 
be bought for a dollar up, and the 
wholesale price varies from OO cents 
to $2 a pound. 
The French truffle is globular in 
shape, and in color a bright brown or 
black, with polygonal warts covering 
it. 
Then 
mature 
flesh 
is 
blackish 
gray, marbled within with white veins. 
The odor is very pleasant, especially 
when the tubers are young, then some- ! 
what resembling a strawberry. 
With 
Age the odor gets very potent, but is 
never offensive. 
These are the best 
truffles grown, and are the ones that 
bring from 83 to $4 a pound. 
It is by tile odor of the truffle that its ! 
presence in the earth is detected, but 
man alone cannot discover it. 
Squir- I 
rels, hogs, dogs and other animals fre- I 
qneatly dig up truffles and devour I 
them, aud it has been necessary to 
train the hogs and dogs to point out the j 
places where they grow without eating 
them. Pigs will always eat truffles, and 
dogs will do so occasionally, and It is 
therefore usual to give the trained pig 
or dog a small piece of cheese or some 
Ike reward each time it is successful.

careful experimentation with the grow­ 
ing of the truffle in the United States, 
and 
Professor Swingle 
thinks 
that 
there is little doubt it can 
lie pro­ 
duced successfully. If so. it will prove 
Small an additional source of income to the 
agricultural class, and wKh an aver­ 
age price of $2.50 per pound it can 
readily l»e seen that it will yield a 
large income to the producer, especial­ 
ly as it will undoubtedly be more uni­ 
ve rsal ly used as an article of food than 
It is at present.

LABOR LEADER RATCHFORD TALKS

The Democratic newspapers of the 


country, during the past few weeks, 


have devoted more or less space to 
the troubles in the Couer d’Alene m in­ 


ing district of Idaho, which have been 
in progress for the past si* months. 
W hen the strikers blew up some of 
the mine buildings som e months ago 


the state m ilitia was in the Philip­ 
pines, and Governor Stunenberg called 
upon General Merriam, com manding 


the Department of the Pacific, and re­ 


quested that United States troops be 
sent to preserve order, and General 
Merriam placed a detachm ent at the 
orders of Governor Stunenberg. 
The Democratic press of the coun­ 


try has distoited and suppressed the 
facts in the case tor the plain purpose 
of inciting union workingmen against 
President McKinley. 
The 
fact 
that 
the United States troops were used to 
preserve order is being paraded before 
all trades-union meetings. 
The fact 
that Governor Stunenberg is a Demo- 
ocrat of the rabidest 189G type and 
that the United 
States 
troops have 
been acting exclusively under his or­ 
ders is being suppressed by the Dem­ 
ocratic sheets. 
The Trades and Labor assem bly of 
Columbus, at a recent meeting, adopted 
resolutions censuring 
President Mc­ 
K inley for the action of the troops in 
Idaho. 
Hon. W. D 
Ratchford, member of 
the United States Industrial com m is­ 
sion and ex-president of the United 
Mine W orkers of America, who is one 
of the staunchest advocates of labor in 
America, has personally examined the 
condition of affairs in Idaho. 
He and 
his colleagues on tin commission will 
m ake a report to the next congress. 
Mr. Ratchford, in a recent interview. 
urges laboring men to investigate be­ 
fore they place tin1 blame, 
lh says: 
“The trades and labor assembly of : 
Columbus would do well to look into 
the facts more closely before giving ; 
public expression to their feelings or 
placing 
responsibility 
on 
men 
or 
shielding others whose real position 
ought to he known."

Mr. Ratc hford rem arked that 
the governor is a Democrat. 
“The premises taken by the Trades 
and Labor a s s e m b ly c f this city (Co­ 
lumbus) in this m atter are absolutely 
misleading, as the sworn testimony of 
interested parties before 
the

commission 
will 
show. 
The 
charges made that the m ilitary forces 
of the United States are used to pro­ 
mote the interests of the Standard Oil 
company is without the slightest foun­ 
dation. 
“ In fixing tile responsibility for a 
grave situation like this we n ig h t to 
be very careful.

Stunenberg of malm, 
his auditor of 
state, Mr 
Sinclair.

Tho militia in Idaho,

clair, made arrests.

strong efforts to break it.

ford continues: 
“In troubles of this kind, where life 
and property have been taken and de­ 
stroyed, every good citizen must agree 
that the executive of a state has a duty 
to perform. It is his right and duty to 
restore law and order, to guarantee ev­ 
ery citizen of the commonwealth fu ll­ 
est protection 
to his life and prop­ 
erty; to give to those who are charged 
with offenses against the law a fair and 
Impartial trial, and to bring all crim in­ 
als to justice.

far

should go and no farther. 
It has no 
moral nor legitim ate right to say whd 
shall or who shall not earn a living 
by their labor within its borders, n e: 
has it a right to say to employers who 


hey must and who they must*not em­ 
ploy 
“That the m iners’ organization is 
criminal I em phatically deny; but that. 
ike other organizations of men, crim ­ 
inals have found their way into it and 
have committed crime in the name of 
organized labor, the penalty for whicu 
must be paid by every trades union 
in the country and for which the* 
them selves should be punished accord­ 
ing to law.

A VALUABLE STRAWBERRY. 


N e w V a r i e t y o f P l a n t e D i s c o v e r e d b y 
A K r ic u l t u r n l D e p a r t m e n t . 
Professor W alter T. Swingle, one of 
the agricultural explorers sent abroad 
by the United States departm ent of 
agriculture to look for rare aud valua­ 
ble seeds and plants likely to be grown 
with profit in the United States, has 
sent to the d epartm ent a straw berry 
which possesses peculiar aud valuable 
qualities, says the W ashington Post. 
It is a plant that produces berries 
for four months in the year. The fruit­ 
ing season of the ordinary straw berry 
in the United States is not longer than 
a month, and it can be seen th a t if this 
berry is grown in the United Slates 
it will become very popular, especially 
with small gardeners who raise the 
berries for home consumption. 
The I 
berry is of good size aud has a de- , 
licious taste. 
Professor Swingle ob­ 
tained the berry from M. Villamorin, j 
the 
fatuous 
French 
seedsman 
and 
plant grower, and its origin, according 
to M. Villamorin, possesses consider­ 
able interest. 
Several years ago an old Catholic 
priest living in 
F rance became an 
i ardent grow er of straw berries and 
, was continually experim enting in their 
cultivation. 
One day while walking 
I in the forest he found a berry which 
I iu. had observed frequently before and 
had noticed that it w as continuously 
flowering. 
Upon closer exam ination 
he found th a t it was a wild straw - 
I berry, and he concluded to experim ent 
with it. 
By growing it with another 
berry which he had long been cul- 
tivatiug he found that he could pro­ 
duce the present continuous fruiting 
! straw berry. For years he grew these 
berries for the pleasure it afforded 
him and w as vet.,’ chary about letting 
| arty of his neighbors into his secret. 
Finally one day he told a neighbor, 
and inside of a year half a dozen berry 
growers w ere m arketing the berry, 
each claim ing it as the product of his 
own cultivation.

Democratic Newspapers Per­ 
vert the Truth. 


LABOR LEADER RATCHFORD TALKS 


Th* D em ocrat if G overnor of Id aho and 
• od HI* Subordinate* Are K**pon#lhl* 
For the Har»h Treatment of Which 
Organized Labor Complain#— The Na­ 
tional Administration I# Hlamal®##.

all trades-union meetings. 
The fact 
that Governor Stunenberg is a Demo- 
ocrat of the rabidest

troops have 
been acting exclusively under his or­ 
ders is being suppressed by the Dem­ 
ocratic sheets. 
The Trades and Labor assembly of 
Columbus, at a recent meeting, adopted 
resolutions censuring President Mc­ 
Kinley for the action of the troops in 
Idaho. 
lion. W. D. Ratchford, member of 
the United States Industrial commis­ 
sion and ex-president of the United 
Mine W orkers of Americ a, who is one 
of the staunchest advocates of labor in 
America, has personally examined the 
condition of affairs iii Idaho.

Mr. Ratc hford remarked th at 
the governor is a Democrat 
“The premises taken by the Trades 
and Labor assembly < f this city (Co­ 
lumbus) in this matter are absolutely 
misleading, as the sworn testimony of 
interested parties before 
the

commission 
will 
show. 
The 
charges made that the military forces 
of the United States are used to pro­ 
mote the interests of the Standard Oil 
company us without the slightest foun­ 
dation.

criminal I emphatically deny; but that, 
ike other organizations of men, crim­ 
inals have found their way Into it and 
have committed crime in the nam#1 of 
organized labor, the penalty for which 
must be paid by every trades union 
in the country and for which the.) 
themselves should be punished accord­ 
ing to law 
Trades unions are not de­ 
fenders of lawlessness.

courage wiong-doing nor shield wrong­ 
doers.”

A VALUABLE STRAWBERRY. 


N e w \ a r i e l y o f P l a n t s D i s c o v e r e d by 
A x r te ult u r a l D e p a r t m e n t . 
Professor W alter T. Swingle, one of 
the agricultural explorers sent abroad 
by the United States department of 
agriculture to look for rare aud valua­ 
ble seeds and plants likely to be grown 
with profit in the United States, has 
sent to the departm ent a strawberry 
which possesses peculiar aud valuable 
qualities, says the Washington Post. 
It Is a plant that produces berries 
for four months in the year. The fruit­ 
ing season of the ordinary strawberry 
In the United States is not longer than 
a mouth, and it can be seen that if this 
berry is grown in the Lulled States 
it will become very popular, especially 
with small gardeners who raise the 
berries for home consumption. 
The 
berry is of good size aud has a de­ 
licious taste. 
Professor Swingle ob­ 
tained the berry from M. Villamorin, 
the 
fam ou s 
French 
seedsm an 
aud 
plant grower, and its origin, according 
to M. Villamorin, possesses consider­ 
able Interest. 
Several years ago an old Catholic 
priest living in 
France became an 
ardent 
grower of strawberries and 
w as continually experimenting in their 
cultivation. 
One day while walking 
In the forest he found a berry which 
he had observed frequently before and 
had noticed that it was continuously 
flowering. 
Upon closer examination 
he found that it was a wild straw ­ 
berry. and he concluded to experiment 
with it. 
By growing it with another 
berry which he had long been cul­ 
tivating be found that he could pro­ 
duce the present continuous fruiting 
strawberry. For years he grew these 
berries for the pleasure it afforded 
him and was very chary about letting 
any of his neighbors into his secret. 
Finally one day Lie told a neighbor, 
and inside of a year half a dozen berry 
growers were marketing the berry, 
each claiming it as the product of his 
own cultivation.

The new’ relation in w’hieh the for­ 
eigners in Japan stand to its citizens, 
laws and government Is especially im­ 
portant because of the unusual relation 
they hold to its foreign commerce. 
Both the import aud export business of 
.lapan are conducted largely by foreign­ 
ers residing in that country. More than 
66 per cent of the exportations from 
Japan and more than 67 per cent of its 
importations are conducted by foreign­ 
ers.

Over I,OW citizens of the United 
States, 2,000 Englishm en and about 
1.000 G erm an and French citizens will 
be directly affected by the new order 
of things in Jap a n , by which e x tra te r­ 
ritoriality disappears and foreign resi­ 
dents are m ade subject to the laws aud 
business regulations of th at empire. 
Fully 5,000 of the 10,000 foreigners 
now residing in Japan, says the Phila­ 
delphia Ledger, will be thus affected 
by this feature of the 15 new treaties 
which have abandoned their consular 
courts and extraterritoriality and m ade 
the citizens of the 15 countries in ques­ 
tion subject to the law s of Jap a n when 
residing in th a t country. 
The total 
num ber of foreigners residing in J a ­ 
pan, as show n by a m onograph on 
Japan ju s t prepared by the treasury 
bureau of statistics at W ashington, 
was, on Jan. I, 1898. 10,531, as against 
9,238 in 1897 and 8,246 in 1896. Of this 
num ber, in 1898, 5,206, or nearly one- 
half, w ere Chinese, 2,118 English, 1,076 
Americans, 523 G erm ans, 491 French, 
297 Russians. 155 Koreans, IOO Por­ 
tuguese, 104 Dutch and the rem ainder 
divided am ong other countries in num ­ 
bers less th an IOO each. Of the 10,531 
foreigners residing in Jap an in 1898, 
9.538 were classed as m erchants and 
other professions, while of the 1,076 
from the United States 879 were class­ 
ed as m erchants and other professions. 
Of the 2,118 British subjects. 1,761 
were thus classed, and of the 523 G er­ 
m ans 453 w ere so classed. 
T he num b er of foreigners residing in 
Jap a n is only about one-sixth as great 
as the num ber of Japanese residing in 
foreign countries. The Japanese census 
of Dec. 31, 1897—it is interesting to ob­ 
serve th at the Japanese take a census 
each year—showed 58.785 Japanese re­ 
siding in other countries. Of this num ­ 
ber, 7,610 we're in the United States 
and 27,354 in Hawaii, so that 60 per 
cent of the Japanese now residing 
abroad are subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 
Of the rem ain­ 
ing 23,791 Japanese residing abroad, 
13.615 were in Korea. 5.599 in England 
and English colonies, 2,861 in Russia 
and 
R ussian 
colonies and 1,165 
in 
China. 
Of the 7.640 residing in the 
United States. 2,178 w ere students and 
729 m erchants. 
It is interesting to ob- 
serve th at the disposition of the J a p a ­ 
nese is apparently to look alm ost exclu­ 
sively to the United States in educa­ 
tional m atters, as the total num ber of 
Japanese students residing abroad, as 
shown by the census figures w as 2,465, 
and of this number, 2,178 were in the 
United States, 129 in Germ any, 47 in 
Russia and Russian colonies, 46 in 
England and English colonies, 21 in 
China, 14 in Korea and IO in France. 
The new relation in which the for­ 
eigners in Ja p a n stand to its citizens, 
laws and governm ent is especially im­ 
portant because of the unusual relation 
they hold to its foreign commerce. 
Both the im port aud export business of 
Japan are conducted largely by foreign­ 
ers residing in th a t country7. More than 
66 per cent of the exportations from 
Japan and more than 67 per cent of its 
im portations are conducted by foreign­ 
ers. 
Of th e total exports from Jap a n 
in 1898, over 107,000,000 yen w ere sent 
abroad by 
foreign 
m erchants doing 
business in th a t country and 55,000,000 
by Jap an ese m erchants, while of the 
total im ports of the year, 184,000,000 
yen in value w ere imported by foreign­ 
ers and 90,000,000 yen in value by J a p ­ 
anese m erchants. 
T hat the Japanese have proved apt 
pupils in the study of foreign com­ 
merce as an art is shown by an exam ­ 
ination of the record of Ja p a n ’s foreign 
trade during the past few years. 
In 
1883 only 4.85 per cent of the imports 
nto Ja p a n and 14.4 per cent of the ex­ 
ports were m ade by Japanese mer­ 
chants. 
In 1888 the percentages of im­ 
portations 
m ade by

chants had increased to 17.8 per cent; 
by 1894 they had reached 29.2 per cent, 
and in 1S08 32.6 per cent of the total 
imports w as m ade by Japanese m er­ 
chants. 
M eantim e their share in the 
exportation business increased rather 
more slowly than th at of importation, 
reaching 18.4 per cent in 1894, 25.8 per 
cent in 1896 and 33.7 per cent iu 1898. 
The total value of imports by Japanese 
m erchants in 1SN3 w as 1,383,101 yen 
and in 1898 90,472,259 yen. while the 
total value of the exports by Japanese 
m erchants, which in 1883 was 5,149. 
978 yen, v\ as in 1898 55,000.559 yen. I he 
fact that two-thirds of the exports of 
Jap an still find a m arket through for­ 
eigners residing in th at country, and 
that over two-thirds of the imports are 
brought in and distributed by foreign 
m erchants doing business in Japan 
adds greatly to the Importance of the 
new relations which now exist between 
the Japanese government and foreign- 
irs residing and doing bushless in that 
country. 
The commercial relations between

While our total exports 
largely exceed our total imports, the 
conditions are reversed in our com 
merce with Japan, as our imports 
from that country greatly exceed our 
exports to it.

H undreds of bushels of shell­ 
ed corn, which filled the p o c k e t s of the 
revelers, 
have been 
left behind to 
m ake a three inch carpet of the maize 
p atternou the wide streets of Atchison. 
This is one of the unanim ous features 
of the corn carnival, the name tile 
celebration bears. 
Everybody throw s 
corn, and nobody protests. 
This corn throw ing is defensible on 
the theory th at it affords the opportu­ 
nity for all to actively participate. 
It 
isn’t the most interesting feature nor 
the most distinctive feature of the 
carnival.

A lady of 
Atchison. Mrs. B. J. Cusack, has won 
national fame as a “corn milliner.’’ 
H er work is a labor of love. 
H er crea­ 
tions are gifts. 
Last year Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley received the product of Mrs. 
Cusack’s artistic eye aud fingers, aud 
there was much m arveling when the 
box was opened at the W hite House 
and the dainty corn bonnet was lifted

This year Mrs. Cusack is at 
work on two dream s of corn bonnets, 
one to go to Queen Victoria and the 
other to the “first lady” of the United 
States.

Cornstalk canes are car­ 
ried. 
Almost endless is the variety of 
things which illustrate the idea of the 
carnival. 
The king of the carnival rides in a 
chariot under a canopy of cornstalks, 
draw n by horses, over the heads of 
which nod great plumes of husks. His 
arm y is battalion a lte r battalion of 
m arching cornshocks. Nothing more 
novel was ever seen in a street parade 
than 200 cornshocks m arshaled in com­ 
panies and moving in tim e behind the 
chariot of the king. Concealed in each 
shock is a man or boy, of course, but 
so well concealed th a t the corushock is 
all th at is seen. 
E verything is corn except the music, 
aud there is a corner on that. 
Atchi­ 
son reaches out and calls in all of the 
horn blowers who can be found in tile 
region around. 
The test is ability to 
play “A Hot Time In the Old Town.” 
Last year there assembled 250 m u­ 
sicians of local fame.

Fully 5.0IH) of the 10,000 foreigners 
now residing in Japan, says the Phila­ 
delphia Ledger, will be thus affected 
by this feature of the 15 Dew treaties 
which have abandoned their consular 
courts and extraterritoriality and made 
the citizens of the 15 countries in ques­ 
tion subject to the laws of Japan when 
residing In that country. 
The total 
number of foreigners residing in J a ­ 
pan, as shown by a monograph on 
Japan just prepared by the treasury 
bureau of statistics at Washington, 
was, on .Tan. I, 1808. 10.531, as against 
0.238 in 1807 and 8,246 in 1890. Of this 
number, in 1808, 5,200, or nearly one- 
half, were Chinese, 2,118 English, 1,070 
Americans. 523 Germans, 401 French, 
207 Russians. 155 Koreans, 109 Por­ 
tuguese. 104 Dutch aud the remainder 
divided among other countries iii num­ 
bers less than IOO each. Of the 10.531 
foreigners residing in Japan in 1808. 
0.538 were classed as merchants and 
other professions, while of the 1.070 
from the United States 870 were class­ 
ed as merchants ami other professions. 
Of the 2,118 British subjects. 1,701 
were thus classed, and of the 523 Ger­ 
mans 453 were so classed. 
The number of foreigners residing In 
Japan Is only about one-sixth as great 
as the number of Japanese residing in 
foreign countries. The Japanese census 
of Dec. 31, 1807—it is interesting to ob­ 
serve that the Japanese take a census 
each year—showed 58.785 Japanese re­ 
siding in other countries. Of this num­ 
ber, 7,010 were in the United States 
and 27,354 in Hawaii, so that OO per 
cent of the Japanese now residing 
abroad are subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 
Of the remain­ 
ing 23,701 Japanese residing abroad, 
13.015 were in Korea. 5.509 in England 
and English colonies, 2,861 in Russia 
and 
Russian 
colonies and 1,105 
in 
China. 
Of the 7.040 residing in the 
Uni tell States, 2,178 were students and 
729 merchants. 
It is interesting to ob- 
• 
serve that the disposition of the Japa­ 
nese is apparently to look almost exclu­ 
sively to the United States in educa­ 
tional matters, as the total number of 
Japanese students residing abroad, as 
shown by the census figures was 2,405, 
and of this number. 2,178 were in the 
United States, 120 in Germany, 47 in 
Russia and Russian colonies, 46 in 
England and English colonies, 21 in 
China, 14 in Korea and IO in France. 
The new relation in which the for­ 
eigners in Japan stand to its citizens, 
laws and government is especially im­ 
portant because of the unusual relation 
they hold to its foreign commerce. 
Both the import aud export business of 
Japan are conducted largely by foreign­ 
ers residing in that country’. More than 
06 per cent of the exportations from 
Japan and more than 67 per cent of its 
importations are conducted by foreign­ 
ers. 
Of the total exports from Japan 
in 1898, over 107,000.000 yen were sent 
abroad by foreign merchants doing 
business in that country and 55,000,OOO 
by Japanese merchants, while of the 
total imports of the year, 184,000,000 
yen in value were imported by foreign­ 
ers and 90.000,000 yen in value by Jap­ 
anese merchants. 
That the Japanese have proved apt 
pupils in the study of foreign com­ 
merce as an art is shown by an exam­ 
ination of the record of Japan’s foreign 
trade during the past few years. 
In 
1883 only 4.85 per cent of the imports 
nto Japan and 14.4 per cent of the ex­ 
ports were made by Japanese mer­ 
chants. 
In ISNS the percentages of im­ 
portations 
made by .Japanese mer­ 
chants had increased to 17.8 per cent; 
by 1804 they had reached 29.2 per cent. 
and in 1808 32.0 per cent of the total 
imports was made by Japanese mer­ 
chants. 
Meantime their share in the 
exportation business increased rather 
more slowly than that of importation, 
reaching 18.4 per cent in 1S94. 25.8 per 
cent in 1800 and 33.7 per cent in 1808. 
The total value of imports by Japanese 
merchants in 1883 was 1.383,101 yen 
and in 1898 90.472,250 yen, while the 
total value of the exports by Japanese 
merchants, which in 1883 was 5,149. 
078 jen, was iii 1808 55,000.559 yen. I he 
tact that two-thirds of the exports ot 
Japan still find a market through for­ 
eigners residing in that country, and 
that over two-thirds of the imports are 
brought in and distributed by foreign 
merchants doing business iu Japan 
adds greatly to the importance of the 
new relations which now exist between 
the Japanese government and foreign 
irs residing aud doing business in that 
country. 
The commercial relations between 


Japan aud the United States diner mu 
lei hilly 
from those of mauv other 
| countries. 
While our total ‘exports 
largely exceed our total imports, the 
conditions are reversed iii our com 
melee with Japan, as our import', 
from that country greatly exceed out 
exports to it. 
This is due to the fact

from Japan, the total from that coun­ 
try during the year boing over $4.(H»0,- 
(MMl. 
o f rice the imports range in the 
vicinity of sPoOO.oiiO; tinx. hemp and 
Jute for manufacturing in round terms 
$500,000, tvliile manufacturers of silk 
from Japan range between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000 annually. Japanese otii- 
cial figures show 
that the exports 
from that country to the United States 
w’ore in 1808 47.311,154 yen, and her 
imports from the United States 40,- 
001,007 yen. 
Au examination of the 
total figures for 1808 shows that J a ­ 
pan’s total with the United States is 
larger than that with any other coun­ 
try, the exports to the United States 
being 47.311.154 yen against 30.473,- 
805 to Hongkong, 20,108.175 to ('luna, 
20,496,400 to France and 7,783.043 to 
the United Kingdom, while the im­ 
ports from the United States were 
40,001,097 yen against <12.707,572 from 
the United Kingdom, 40.704.244 from 
British East Indies, 30.523.300 from 
China and 25,010.901 from Germany.

It is not of history that the ancients 
met, organized committees, issued an 
appeal aud drummed up subscriptions 
I when the season came to celebrate 
the harvest of the crops. 
Naturally, 


I spontaneously aud unanimously the 
Atchisouiaus give one day in the year 
I to corn and hilarity aud art, says the 
Atchison (Kan.) correspondent of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
This day 
is “when the frost Is on the pumpkin 
and the corn is in the shock,” or, to 
be calendar^’ accurate, Sept. 21. 
All 
roads in the corn belt lead to Atchison 
that day. 
They do their part by car­ 
rying tile corn grower, bis wife, his 
sons and daughters and the hired man 
| 200 miles for 82 aud hauling them 
home for nothing. 
I he return trip is 
j up grade, but it takes less locomotive 
power. 
Hundreds of bushels of shell­ 
ed corn, which filled the pockets of the 
revelers, have been 
left behind to 
make a three inch carpet of the maize 
pattern oil the wide streets of Atchison. 
This is on** of the unanimous features 
I of the corn carnival, tin* name the 
celebration hears. 
Everybody throws 
corn, and nobody protests. 
This corn throwing is defensible on 
the theory that it affords the opportu­ 
nity for all to actively participate. 
It 
isn't the most interesting feature nor 
the most distinctive feature of the 
carnival. 
The city is decorated, and 
corn iii a myriad of forms is employed. 
Individual ingenuity is given full play. 
The business bouses vie with each oth­ 
er in elaborate devices to do honor to 
the great cercal. 
Then there are corn 
costumes. 
Last year 2,000 people, clad 
in garments aud 
headgear devised 
from corn, walked the streets. 
What 
can lie done iii decorating and cos­ 
tuming with cornstalks, corn leaves, 
cornhusks, coru tassels, ears of corn, 
shelled 
corn, 
popped 
corn, 
colored 
coru, corncobs only those who have 
seen an Atchison coru carnival can ap­ 
preciate. 
Ladies wear hats made of 
corn, frame and trimmings, complete. 
They 
have capes of golden brown 
fashioned from cornhusks. 
Men have 
hats aud jackets of corn. 
A lady of 
Atchison. Mrs. B. J. Cusack, has won 
national fame as a “corn milliner.” 
lier work is a labor of love. 
Her crea­ 
tions are gifts. 
Last year Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley received the product of Mrs. 
Cusack’s artistic eye and fingers, aud 
there was much marveling when the 
box was opened at the White House 
and the dainty corn bonnet was lifted 
out. 
This year Mrs. Cusack is at 
work on two dreams of coru bonnets, 
one to go to Queen Victoria and the 
other to the '‘first lady” of the United 
States. 
The corn doll Is one of the popular 
souvenirs of the carnival. 
Thousands 
are made, with dresses and hats aud 
parasols of cornhusks, and they sell 
like hot corn cakes. 
Corn manufac­ 
ture extends to neckties and even to 
corn shoes. 
Cornstalk canes are car­ 
ried. 
Almost endless is the variety of 
things which illustrate the Idea of the 
carnival. 
The king of the carnival rides in a 
chariot under a canopy of cornstalks, 
drawn by horses, over the heads of 
which nod great plumes of husks. His 
army is battalion aller battalion of 
marching cornshocks. Nothing more 
novel was ever seen in a street parade 
than 200 cornshocks marshaled in com­ 
panies and moving in time behind the 
chariot of the king. Concealed In each 
shock is a man or boy, of course, but 
so w**ll concealed that the corushock is 
all that iH seen. 
Everything is corn except the music, 
and there is a corner on that. 
Atchi­ 
son reaches out aud calls in all of the 
horn blowers who can be found iii the 
region around. 
The test is ability to 
play “A Hot Time In tile Old Town.” 
Last year there assembled 250 mu­ 
sicians of local fame. 
After the com­ 
bined band had played this typical 
tune of the carnival all day the mu­ 
sicians wen* taken to an auditorium 
and induced to attempt “Gloria” from 
“Twelfth Mass.” There never was such 
a tim** as Atchison called her corn car­ 
nival last year. 
The coming carnival 
is to celebrate a bigger crop. 
“ Like 
crop, like carnival.” is th** Afchisonian 
motto. 
Hence, the carnival to come, 
like the crop, is to break the record.

The United States department of ag­ 
riculture lias received through Pro­ 
fessor Walter T. Swingle, one of the 
agricultural explorers sent abroad to 
look up m atters of interest to that 
branch of the service, a number of 
seeds and plants which it is thought 
will prove of value to the American 
producer 
and 
consumer, 
says 
the 
Washington Post. All of these will be 
experimented with by the division of 
seed and plant introduction within a 
short time, aud valuable results are 
confidently expected. 
Among the things sent over from 
France are some truifies, an article of 
food that is very little used in the 
United States, but which eau, in all 
probability, be produced with profit 
there, 
lu Prance the truftie industry 
is growing rapidly and promises with­ 
in a short time to become one of great 
value to the agricultural class. 
Pro­ 
fessor Swingle believes that we can 
produce in the United States all the 
truifies we need, whereas now we im­ 
port every single one that goes on the 
table. 
Although not a common article 
of food in the United States, in Prance 
they are considered a delicacy and 
are 
cooked 
in 
numerous 
different 
ways. As an accompaniment of other 
dishes they lend a rare flavor aud 
richness. 
Some idea of the growing 
magaitude of the truffle industry in 
Prance can be gathered from the fact 
that within the last few years it has 
increased so rapidly that it amounts 
to more than $5,000,000 annually, and 
such is tile demand for them that 
from a mere side issue ou the part of 
farmers it lias developed into a reg­ 
ular business of great profit. 
Truffle raising is very interesting, 
and to carry it on successfully re­ 
quires considerable skill aud patience. 
Truffles, it is well known, are a fun­ 
gous growth like mushrooms, but in­ 
stead of growing on tile surface they 
are found from IO to 12 inches below 
the ground clinging to roots of trees, 
aud it requires the aid of trained hogs 
or dogs to discover them. The odor is 
very strong and penetrating aud is 
.generally 
esteemed 
powerfully 
fra­ 
grant. 
Like mushrooms, there are various 
species, some of which are worthless 
and . dangerous, blit these are easily 
distinguished from the edible truffle, 
and it is, therefore, more valuable 
than the mushroom. Truffles are rais­ 
ed in England. Italy ami Prauce, but 
the French truffle is by far the best. 
Professor Swingle procured the truffles 
sent the department from the choice 
of the Paris markets, aud if we suc­ 
ceed in introducing them into the 
United States they will be of the best 
quality. Forests that were long thought 
to lie utterly valueless even for the 
timber growing upon them have lately 
been found to possess great value for 
the production of truffles. 
Indeed 
truffle forests within the past few’ 
years have increased so much in value 
that the taxes upon them have been 
quadrupled. 
The truffle grows from July till au­ 
tumn or wluter and is found only on 
oak, beech aud birch trees aud re­ 
el uires a peculiar soil, a rich, clayey 
earth. 
Professor 
llarkness of the 
Academy of Sciences believes that the 
forests of California aud the Caro­ 
linas can produce the finest quality of 
tnt tiles. 
There are species of truffles 
now found in California, but they are 
hardly fit for eating, aud In order to 
introduce tho Industry into the United 
States It will be necessary to plant the 
Imported tubers aud experiment with 
them on different kinds of trees. 
In 
France the best truffles are sold for as 
high as $4 a i>ound. 
Inferior cues can 
tie bought for a dollar up, and the 
wholesale price varlet from OO cents 
to $2 a pound.

ries during a se v e re attack of sciatica, 
with the r e s u lt that a sweet sleep en­ 
sued. and when he awoke the pain had 
sensibly subsided. Du the next day he 
ate as many s tr a w b e r r ie s as possible, 
and on the following morning the pain 
was gone and he was able to leave his 
bed. Gouty pains returned at the same 
date in the next year, but they were 
dispersed as soon as Linnaeus av as aide 
to get stra w h e rrie s . 
Although strawberries are forbidden 
to the gouty by some authorities, by 
others they are permitted, the fruit be­ 
ing regarded as a useful food for 
gouty persons on account of its rich­ 
ness iii the salts of potash, soda and 
lime and its cooling, diuretic and laxa­ 
tive qualities. 
The analysis of the 
strawberry shows it to be particularly 
rich in soda salts, and in spite of the 
high pere* ut age of water this fruit 
excels all other common fruit in the 
amount of mineral salts. 
The chem­ 
istry of 
the 
strawberry, 
therefore, 
would teach that this fruit is likely to 
be beneficial in gouty states.—-Lancet.

He did nothing of the kind, nor 
did any other officer worthy of being 
called one. 
At Mariiao I stood (up) on 
the east bauk of the river with the 
first platoon of Company II, firing over 
the river at the rebels to protect Fun­ 
ston aud the men crossing tile river. 
None of us were more than ten feet 
from the river bank. In full view of 
the enemy aud without even a blade 
of grass to protect us, but they were 
hid from us. 
We yelled to Funston 
that Pennsylvania was attempting to 
cross to claim our victory. 
Ile started 
ou a run*as fast as his legs would car­ 
ry him. shouting to the squad with 
him, ‘Come on, boys; deploy,’ and to 
us. ‘Give ’em Hts, boys!’ 
Seeing him 
there without so much as a stick In 
his hand, speeding his way like a shad­ 
ow ‘ through 
the trees aud 
banana 
stalks, over fences aud bushes, ten 
yards ahead of his party, still yelling, 
‘Come on, boys!’ stampeding chickens, 
hogs and dogs from among the bouses, 
would have made a dead man laugh, 
serious as the affair was. 
“Our platoon was firing at will, yet 
we guarded it so carefully that none 
but Filipinos felt it. 
At Galumph 
when Funston and the eight sets of 
fours crossed and ran the rebels out of 
their trenches aud woo in a few* min­ 
utes a battle that had been fiercely 
fought for two days. Funston was 
again barehanded, as were all ollicors 
except a few who carried native canes 
they bad picked up. more as an aid to 
walking than anything else. 
I speak 
of these tilings to show that the sword 
should be left out of ail pictures of 
this war. 
it is ornamental, not useful, 
aud as I was there aud saw these 
events as they happened I am (mod 
estlyi glad to tell of bravery not often 
paralleled 
iu commanders.”—Kansas 
City Journal.

A VALUABLE STRAWBERRY. 


New \ ariel)* o f P la n t* D is c o v e r e d by 
A u r ic ult ii n il D e p a r t Biont. 
Professor Walter T. Swingle, one of 
the agricultural explorers scut abroad 
by the United States department of 
agriculture to look for rare aud valua­ 
ble se e d s and plants likely to be grown 
with profit in the United States, has 
scut to the department u strawberry 
which possesses peculiar and valuable 
qualities, says the Washington Post. 
It Is a plant that produces berries 
fo r four months in the year. The fruit­ 
ing season of the ordinary strawherry 
In the United States is not longer than 
a month, aud it eau lie seen that lf this 
berry Is grown in the United States 
it vt iii become very popular, especially 
with small gardeners who raise the 
iK-riies for borne consumption. 
The 
berry is of good size aud has a de­ 
lirio u s taste. 
Professor Swingle ob­ 
tained the berry from M. Villamoriu, 
the 
famous 
French 
seedsman aud 
plant grower, and Its origin, according 
to M. Villamoriu, possesses consider­ 
able Interest. 
Several years ago an old Catholic 
priest living In France localite an 
ardent grower of strawberries and 
w as continually experimenting in their 
cultivation. 
One day while walking 
in the forest in* found a berry which 
he had observed frequently before and 
had noticed tliut It was continuously 
How* ring 
Ujion closer examination 
he found that it was a wild straw­ 
berry, ami he concluded to experiment 
with it. 
By growing it with another 
berry which he had long been cul­ 
tivating lie found that he could pro­ 
duce the present continuous fruiting 
st rn wherry. For years he grew these 
lorries for the pleasure it afforded 
him and was vet..* chary about letting 
any of his neighbors into his secret. 
Finally one day he told a neighbor, 
and inside of a year half a dozen berry 
growers were marketing the berry, 
each claiming It as the product of his 
own cultivation.

Extraterritorial Jurisdiction Has 
Been Abandoned.

States, 2.000 E nglishm en and about 
1,000 German and French citizens will 
be directly affected by the new order 
of things in Japan, by which extrater­ 
ritoriality disappears and foreign resi­ 
dents are made s u b j e c t to the laws and 
business regulations of that empire. 
Fully 5,000 of tile 10,000 foreigners 
now residing in Japan, says the Phila­ 
delphia Ledger, will be thus affected 
by this feature of tile 15 new treaties 
which have abandoned their consular 
courts and extraterritoriality and made 
the citizens of the 15 countries in ques­ 
tion subject to the la w s of Japan w hen 
residing in that country. 
The total 
num ber o f foreigners residing in J a ­ 
pan, as show n by a monograph on 
Japan ju st prepared by the treasury 
bureau of statistics at 
W ashington, 
was, on Jan. I, 1898. 10.531, as against 
9,238 in 1897 and 8,240 in 1890. O f this 
number, in 1898, 5,200, or nearly one- 
half. w ere C hinese, 2,118 English, 1,076 
Am ericans. 523 G erm ans, 491 French, 
297 R ussians. 155 Koreans, 109 Por­ 
tuguese, 104 Dutch aud the remainder 
divided am ong other countries in num ­ 
bers less than IOO each. Of the 10.531 
foreigners residing in Japan In 1898. 
9.538 w ere classed as m erchants and 
other professions, while of the 1,070 
from the United States 879 were class­ 
ed as m erchants and other professions. 
Of the 2.118 British subjects, 
1,701 
were thus classed, and of the 523 Ger­ 
m ans 453 were so classed. 
The num ber of foreigners residing In 
Japan Is only about cue-sixth as great 
us the num ber of Japanese residing in 
foreign countries. The Japanese census 
of Dec. 31. 1897—it is Interesting to ob­ 
serve that the Japanese take a census 
each year—show ed 58,785 Japanese re­ 
siding in other countries. 
O f this num ­ 
ber, 7,010 were in tile United States 
and 27.354 In H aw aii, so that OO per 
cent 
of 
the 
Japanese 
now residing 
abroad are subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 
Of the rem ain­ 
ing 23.791 Japanese residing abroad. 
13.615 w ere In Korea. 5.599 In England 
and English colonies, 2,801 in Russia 
and 
Russian 
colonies and 
1,105 
in 
China. 
Of the 7.040 residing in the 
United States, 2.178 w ere students and 
729 merchants. 
It is interesting to ob­ 
serve that tile disposition of the Japa­ 
nese is apparently to look almost exclu­ 
sively to the United States iii educa­ 
tion^ matters, as the total number of 
Japanese students residing abroad, as 
shown by tile census tigures w as 2.465, 
aud of this number. 2.178 were in the 
United States, 129 iu Germ any, 47 in 
Russia and 
Russian colonies, 46 in 
England and English colonies, 21 in 
China. 14 in Korea aud IO in France. 
The new relation in w hich the for­ 
eigners in Japan stand to its citizens, 
law s aud governm ent Is esjiecially im ­ 
portant because of the unusual relation 
they 
hold to 
its foreign 
commerce. 
Both the import ami export business of 
Japan are conducted largely by foreign­ 
er* residing in that country. More than 
66 per cent of the exportations from 
Japan and more than 67 per cent of its 
importations are conducted by foreign­ 
ers. 
Of the total exports from Japan 
in 1898, over 107.000.000 yen w ere sent 
abroad 
by 
foreign 
m erchants doing 
business in that country aud 55,000,000 
by Japanese m erchants, while of the 
total im ports of the year, 184,000,000 
yen in value w ere imported by foreign­ 
ers aud 90.000,000 yen in value by Jap­ 
anese m erchants. 
That the Japanese have proved apt 
pupils in the study o f foreign com ­ 
merce a s an art is show n by an ex a m ­ 
ination of the record of Japan's foreign 
trade during the past few years. 
In 
1883 only 4.85 per cent of the Imports 
nto Japan aud 14.4 per cent of the e x ­ 
ports 
w ere made by Japanese mer­ 
chants. 
In ISNS the percentages of im­ 
portations 
m ade 
by 
Japanese 
mer­ 
chants had Increased to 17.8 per cent; 
by 1894 they had reached 29.2 per cent. 
and in 1898 32.0 per cent of the total 
imports w as made by Japanese mer­ 
chants. 
Meantime their share in the 
exportation business increased rather 
more slow ly than tlint of importation, 
reaching 18.4 per cent iii 1894, 25.8 per 
cent in 1890 and 33.7 per cent in 1898. 
The total value of imports by Japanese 
merchants iu In>*3 w as 1.383,101 yen 
and in 1898 90.472.259 yen. while the 
total value of the exports by Japanese 
m erchants, which in 1883 w as 5,119. 

I lie 
fact that tw o thirds uf the exports of 
Japan still find a market through for 
eigners residing in that country, and 
that over two-thirds of the imports are 
brought in and distributed by foreign 
m erchants doing business in Japan 
adds greatly to the importance of ’tie 
new relations which now exist between 
the Japanese governm ent and foreign 
irs residing aud doing business in thai 
country. 
The com m ercial relations 
between 


Japan and the United States differ ma 
terialiy 
from 
those of 
many 
other 
countries. 
W hile our 
total 
exports 
largely exceed our total imports, the 
conditions are reversed in our com 
merce with 
Japan, as our 
imports 
from that country greatly exceed oui 
exports to it. 
l'his is due to tile fact 
that Japan is the producer of certain 
articles 
absolutely 
required 
in 
tin1 
I nitod States and which cannot, or 
at pre* ut are not, produced in the 
Unite*! States. 
Of raw silk for our 
m anufacturers our imports from Ja 
pan iii the year just ended amounted 


Iii round num bers to $15,<M >0,000, or 
nearly as much as our total exports 
to that csuntry, while practically one- 
half of our tea Imported w a s also 
from Japan, the total from that coun­ 
try during the year being over $4,000,- 
000. 
Of rice the imports range in the 
vicinity of $500,000; flax, hem p and 
Jute for m anufacturing in round terms 
$500,000, tvhile m anufacturers of silk 
from Japan range between $2,000,000 
aud $3,000,000 annually. Japanese offi­

exports 
from that country to the United States 
were in 1898 47.311,154 yen, and her 
imports from the United States 40,-

Au exam ination of the
